The Wayne County Airport Authority (WCAA) has awarded 
a major contract for facility and infrastructure maintenance to 
Romulus-based William A. Pritula & Sons, LLC, for projects at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport (DTW) and Willow Run Airport 
(YIP). The contract is valued not to exceed $2,632,500 for the 
initial, one-year term, and includes two one-year renewal options. 

“The Airport Authority is pleased and proud to have been 
able to award a major contract to a small, local business right in 
our backyard,” said WCAA CEO Lester Robinson. “We take great 
pride in our commitment to supporting local, small businesses, 
and this award underscores our airports significant economic 
impact on the southeast Michigan community.” 

The contract, recently approved by the Wayne County Airport 
Authority Board, will allow the Airport Authority's Facilities and 
Infrastructure Management Division to perform necessary pave- 
ment rehabilitation on public roadways and the airfields, which 
cannot be completed by in-house maintenance staff due to the 
scope and complexity of such repairs. The Airport Authority antici- 
pates spending as much as $7.9 million over the three-year maxi- 
mum term of the contract, depending on actual needs and the

has announced that Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport (DTW) will receive $8.35 million 
for noise mitigation measures. The grant 
provides the federal share of funding for the 
design and construction of a Ground Run- 
up Enclosure at the airport. 

Among those hailing the news was 
Congressman John D. Dingell (D-MI15). 

“Detroit Metropolitan Airport is a 
major asset to Wayne County and the 15th 
Congressional District,” said Dingell. “Not 
only does it support much-needed eco- 
nomic activity in our region, but it serves 
as the first welcome for many passengers as 
they enter southeast Michigan. Today's 
grant announcement will not only allow the 
good work of the airport to continue, but 
it will also ensure that the airport is able to 
continue to be a responsible partner within 
our communities by minimizing its impact 
on residents. 


“IT know this funding will go a long 
way in supporting and improving our com- 
munities,” he added. 

According to Wayne County Airport 
Authority CEO Lester Robinson, the GRE 
is a significant noise-mitigation initiative, 
and the centerpiece of a list of 20 recom- 
mendations that the WCAA submitted to 
the FAA after consulting with a committee 
made up of representatives from commu- 
nities in the airport's vicinity. 

Robinson explained that, after making 
repairs, airlines regularly “run up” aircraft 
engines for testing purposes before their air- 
craft are returned to service. Airlines will 
taxi aircraft into the three-sided GRE and 
run the engine at various levels, up to full- 
power, for periods of time ranging from a 
few minutes to as long as 45 minutes. Cur- 
rently, the airlines perform these tests in 
open, designated areas adjacent to runways. 

“A ground run-up enclosure will have 


a noticeable impact for our neighbors be- 
cause the airlines often conduct aircraft 
engine maintenance at night, when ambi- 
ent noise levels are low,” said Robinson. 
“This enclosure will absorb and deflect a 
significant amount of noise resulting from 
airline run-ups.” 

To maximize the effectiveness of the 
GRE, it will be centrally located on DIW's 
airfield, just north of taxiway A-5. The 
structure may be as large as 350 feet by 300 
feet — large enough to accommodate a 
B747-400 aircraft. 

“In addition to providing jobs and 
business opportunities for our communi- 
ties, it is also important that the airport 
strives to be a good neighbor,” said Wayne 
County Executive Robert Ficano. “I ap- 
plaud Congressman Dingell for his assis- 
tance in securing this grant.” 

Construction on the enclosure will

RECAP Asks AG Cox for Action on Wells 


To the Honorable Attorney General Mike 
Cox: 

Our extensive coalition of concerned 
citizens, faith leaders, seniors, homeowners, 
small businesses, and others urges you to 
take the final and necessary action that 
would permanently revoke the operating 
permits for highly controversial hazardous 
waste wells in Romulus. 

On August 27, 2009, the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality — 
now the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources and Environment — released a 
report clearly outlining why Michigan must 
revoke the operating permits for the EDS 
deep-injection waste wells on Citrin Drive 
in Romulus, after finding numerous viola- 
tions of Michigan law and safety regula- 
tions. These flagrant violations did not 
merely make a mockery of Michigan regu- 
lations, they also potentially put people's 
lives and property at risk. 

The MDEQ findings come after ex- 
haustive and deliberative investigations, 
public hearings, and testimonials from all 
sides. The conclusion was unequivocal: In 
light of the numerous safety and procedural 
violations of Michigan law committed by 
the operators of these hazardous waste wells, 
Michigan has no choice but to revoke the 
permits permanently and close this contro- 
versial chapter of our region’s history. 

Now, nearly a year later, the final step 
required to accomplish our 20-year goal of 
permanently revoking the permits for these 
dangerous wells has still not been taken, 
despite factual and legal findings of state and 
federal regulators — and that step is a final 
sign-off from the Attorney General’s office. 

We therefore respectfully demand that you 
take the immediate action necessary, as 
required by law, to permanently revoke the 
operating permits for these hazardous waste 
wells and put a permanent lid on one of the 
longest-running health and safety risks our 

families and our communities have faced in 
recent history. 


We urge you to uphold your sworn 
duty to enforce Michigan’s laws, which have 
been violated numerous times by the oper- 
ators of the Romulus waste wells. As 
Michigan's top officer in charge of protect- 
ing consumers, we also urge you to stand 
on the side of families and local businesses 
who faced risks for 20 years from potentially 
dangerous chemical leaks and heavy traffic 
of trucks carrying chemical trash. 

Downriver families want more jobs, 
not more hazardous waste. Delaying the 
final action that will close these wells for 
good endangers our future, quality of life, 
and ability to attract investments and jobs. 

We are well aware that powerful forces 
and individuals want to reopen the chemical 
waste wells in Romulus. We are all also 
aware that they have spared no expense to 
influence local officials to do their bidding, 
as has been widely reported in the news 
media. These waste wells have been impli- 
cated in a growing corruption scandal in 
Detroit that has already led to convictions. 
Now, the people behind these wells are 
doing everything in their considerable power 
and influence to further intimidate people. 


We ask you, as our attorney general, * 


to stand up to these corporate bullies and 
put people first. We, the citizens of south- 
east Michigan, want you to know that you 
have our full support on this matter. We 
simply ask that you perform your duty and 
help protect the families of southeast Michi- 
gan who have suffered for two decades. 

Please take the final action necessary 
to permanently revoke the operating per- 
mits for these hazardous chemical waste 
wells in Romulus immediately.
